A M ore C onciliatory 
Presidential M essage 
NOBODY can fail to agree enthusias­ 
tically with the war objectives pronounced 
by President Roosevelt in his annual mes­ 
sage to the Congress on the state of the 
nation, which proved to be largely a report 
on the progress of the global strife. 
His 
general statement* were well phrased and 
should carry heart among our allies 
Aside from the report on war produc­ 
tion, which he pronounced satisfactory with 
prospect* ahead even more so, the tone of 
the message with respect to domestic affairs 
was unusually conciliatory and restrained. 
T hat is ail to the good. 
It marks the 
influence of the recent elections, which 
did about as much to promote unity in 
Ute war and in th* pear* plans as any 
other development. 
The single note which seemed a bit 
sour was that wherein the necessity of 
continued domestic “reforms** was stressed. 
But that appears, from its brevity and 
generality, to have been a sort of face- 
saving device, and th at much can be grant­ 
ed without any qualms for the reason that 
a new and more representative Congress 
will prevent any undue wastage of tim*, 
effort and means on crackpot New Dualism. 
So far as his objective stated in that con­ 
nection of giving our fighting men perma­ 
nent employment after the war, all will 
agree for that is the earnest desire of 
everybody. 
But to secure that, free enter­ 
prise must be supported and regimentation 
discarded. 
The president was right in declaring 
th at the aggressors in this war must be 
disarmed and kept disarmed else they will, 
as history has sadly demonstrated, “again, 
and inevitably, embark upon an ambitious 
career of world conquest,” and they must 
be made to 
abandon 
their 
militaristic 
philosophy. 
So. too, will all agree with 
the declaration that there must be world 
economic 
stability 
after 
the war as a 
guaranty for the firm establishment of the 
Four Freedoms, 
All in all, there wa* much of a hopeful 
tpirit in the message, and it was logical 
In th* background assigned for the con­ 
fidence expressed in the outcome of the 
great struggle in which the nation is now 
engaged. 
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Justify their questions hereafter--and they 
couldn't do th at in one case out of fifteen 
heretofore ” 
Senator Vandenberg, a member of the 
Byrd committee, figures that the congres­ 
sional campaign nuisance questionnaires 
will result in a fifty per cent decrease dur­ 
ing the current year. He admits that there 
Is still plenty of work to do along these 
lines, but at least he and his colleagues 
are to be congratulated for having ap­ 
parently converted Budget Director Smith 
to their side. 
It’s a little tough on the Budget bu­ 
reau to have to act as guinea pig for ail 
potential questionnaires, but then Budget 
Director Smith, if he has the qualifications 
the post would seem to demand, should be 
able to take the punishment. 
Anyway, he's getting paid for it and 
the businessmen who have been taking 
the punishment aren’t. 
From their point 
of view the situation shows definit* signs 
of looking up. 


U n p leasan t O utlook 
For the Italians 
BEFORE SPR INO Italy is almost cer­ 
tain to be the censer of the heaviest air 
onslaught in history beside which previous 
plane attacks upon it will seem child’s play. 
The British are expected to keep pounding 
away at the northern industrial cities of 
the peninsula, but the route from England 
and return is long, at one point over diffi­ 
cult terrain, a breeding place for mountain 
storms. 
In the meantime 
the American air 
force in North Africa is continually being 
reinforced 
With the fall of Tunis and 
Birerte these augmented fleets are expected 
to begin a campaign to soften th* Medi­ 
terranean islands for occupation by Allied 
troops. 
For strategic reasons the first ad­ 
vance may be upon a small island known 
as Pantelleria Just off Tunis. 
With this island as an air bas* the 
movement undoubtedly will proceed, with 
Malta joining in. to Sicily off the toe of the 
Italian boot. Farther up in the Tyrrhenian 
sea. Sardinia and Corsica offer other con­ 
venient points of take-off for the Italian 
coast. 
The round trip from these islands to 
many vulnerable points in Italy is short 
and plane attack from each of them can 
be Incessant. Rome will be easily accessible 
to the bombers. All in all. the prospect is 
not a very pleasant one for Mussolini's 
victims.

Well in Message,

doubt that th* phrases carry an in­ 
spiration and an encouragement to 
Allied forces everywhere. 
If the short-wave radio which the 
British, for instance .used to relay 
the message to all of Europe carried 
well to the occupied areas, the mes­ 
sage may be regarded as the most 
valuable piece of American psycholo­ 
gical warfare that could have been 
devised at this time. 


In Good Spirit 


The president’* utterance was In 
excellent spirit, and, notwithstand­ 
ing the presence of a bitterly parti­ 
san lineup on domestic Lssues and a 
consciousness of deep-seated class 
strife, the emphasis given by Mr 
Roosevelt to the conduct of the war, 
and particularly the review of the 
achievements of the army and navy, 
was a master stroke of judgment. 
It is significant that, except for 
some broadly implicit paragraphs 
that might be interpreted as a bid 
for social security legislation, the 
president kept away from contro- 
varslal issues He dealt mildly, of 
course, with the complaints of the 
people about rationing and question­ 
naires and used an approach that 
would have been even more effec­ 
tive if it had been adopted bv hts 
lieutenants in handling restrictions 
of the civilian economy in the past. 
There was a note of conciliation in 
the speech which will not be lost on 
th* Congress. 


Experience Held Valuable 


“We have learned by the mistakes 
that have been made," said the presi­ 
dent, aa he added this assurance; 
“Our experience will enable us dur­ 
ing the coming year to improve the 
necessary mechanisms of war-time 
economic controls and to simplify 
administrative procedures 
But we 
do not intend to leave things so lax 
that loopholes will be left for the 
cheaters, for chiselers or for the 
manipulators of the black market." 
With this statement none will dis­ 
agree. though as a simple matter of 
practicality It often is better to as­ 
sume that ninety-nine per cent or 
more are honest than to impose 
regulations 
that 
victimize 
the 
ninety-nine per cent because of the 
chiseling of an infinitesimally small 
per cent. This principle of adminis­ 
tration Is a hard one to learn, but it 
comes under the head of experience, 
too. 
Perhaps the most interesting as­ 
pect of the scene in which the 
president delivered his state of the 
union message was the applause. It 
was surprising to Borne, perhaps to 
note that the heroic Chinese got the 
biggest hand of any nation but his­ 
torically the friendship and admira­ 
tion for the Chinese people mani­ 
fested by the American Congress has 
been consistently displayed.

He said the Axis 
had to win in 1942 and didn t He 
added that in 1943 the United Na­ 
tion* would advance. 
This Is a cautiosly applied term to 
a situation that has in it the ele­ 
ments of a long struggle, especially 
in tile Pacific, but as a war leader, 
Mr. Roosevelt was expressing the 
spirit of victory and he did as good 
a job as the British prime minister 
has so often done in giving an over­ 
all view of the present with an in­ 
spiring approach to the future.

Proof Is Plain 


The proof of till* is plain today 
The two parties in Congress aie 
in unit) on the one supreme issue, 
the lighting aud winning of the 
war. They are in unity also ca 
the most fundamental principle of 
government—the dignity and au­ 
thority of the legislative body, and 
it* adequate functioning. 
Willingness 
o f Congress to do

Decade of History 


Back of what we now see i* ten 
years of history. If we are candid 
with ourselves, we should admit 
that at the time the Roosevelt ad­ 
ministration 
came 
into 
power, 
through the election of 1932, come 
in America were toying, consciously 
or subconsciously with a vague no­ 
tion of something approximating 
one-man government. The crisis of 
depression, the paralysis of bunk 
closings, called for the sort of swift 
action that one man can do better

Some conservatives occasionally re­ 
flected that after all Italy under 
Mussolini had experienced improve­ 
ment. 
That was in 1932 before Hitler 
had emerged in Germany to show 
what one-man government could 
become At the other end of the 
political spectrum there were groups 
who thought well of one-man gov­ 
ernment as practiced in Russia. 


Special Deference 


Out of this condition, and through 
the immense party majority Mr. 
Roosevelt brought into power with 
hun. there arose a special deference 
of Congress to the president, nat­ 
ural under the circumstances. Many 
members felt themselves personally 
obligated to the president for their 
presence 
in 
Congress. 
Personal 
gratitude on their part was sup­ 
posed to ha* a political virtue, lack 
of It an odium. 
Congree*, awed 
by tile emergency of depression, 
passed without debate or scrutiny 
measures sent them by the presi­ 
dent. written out in detail by mem­ 
bers of the administration. To be 
a "rubber stamp" Congress was, 
in the mood of the time, a matter 
almost for pride. 
As in all such conditions, the pen­ 
dulum swung to extreme, and is

proper inquiry and give due con­ 
sideration to fire hazards in Alle­ 
gany county. W e inquired as to the 
efficacy of the State law with re­ 
gard to correction and enforcement 
of unsale fire conditions. Our body

Legislature, a local law for Allegany 
county, known as Section 177 of 
Article I of the Public Local Laws

We have learned that the City 
of Cumberland has had enacted a

on any building. The city law pro­ 
vides that the building engineer and 
the fire department have authority 
to inspect all premises, including

ing and eliminating lire hazards, 
and this article also gives authority 
to arrest and fine the owners of 
1 any premises that
